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THE DISTINCTION IN THE 
GODHEAD 


Versus 


One Godism or Jesus Only 





“In the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” Matt. 28:19.” 


, Divine revelation makes 
known to us the one true and 
living God. While there are 
gods many and lords many, yet 
He is the only true and living 
God who prohibits all worship 
being paid # any other being 
except Jehovah. The multitude 
of expressions contained in the 
words of the Holy Writ, makes 
clear to our mind and conveys 
the idea for a plurality in the 
Godhead. This distinction is 
generally nominated or described 
as the trinity, FATHER, SON 
and HOLY GHOST. 


The doctrine of the trinity has 
been controverted in almost all 
ages, and has furnished material 
for considerable debate. Men 
have endeavored to maintain 
numerous theories on this pro- 
found subject. Many have al- 
lowed their minds to be disturbed 
and have given up the true and 
tried faith in a recognition of 
the trinity, and have taken up 
with the new theories presented 
by the opponents of this doctrine 
and have suffered almost ir- 
reparable injury on account of 
it. It is our purpose in this arti- 
cle to present some of the rep- 
resentations of this subject as 
given in the infallible records of 
the inspired truth, and give due 
credit and honor to the FA- 
THER, SON and HOLY 
GHOST. 


In the face of the numerous 
expressions, referring to the 
trinity of the Godhead, it is pre- 
sumptuous to say that there can- 
not be three persons in the God- 
head. The Old Testament writ- 
ings lead us to this conclusion. 
in the very first word on the first 
page of the Sacred Book it is 
written, “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the 
earth.” In the same chapter, we 
find the plural expressions, “Let 
US make man in OUR own im- 
age.” ‘Behold the man has be- 
come as one of US.” Gen. 2:22, 
“Let US go down.” 


In this early dawn of cre- 
ation’s morning who could God 
have been speaking to, or 
what other beings could have 
been associated with Him, to 
whom He referred to as US and 
OUR? It certainly must have 
been the SON and the HOLY 
GHOST. ‘In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was 
with God and the Word was 
God.” The same was.in the be- 
ginning with, God. All things 
were made by him; and without 
him was not anything made that 
was made.” John 1:1-3. “And 
the SPIRIT of God moved upon 
the face of the waters.” Gen. 
1:2. The foregoing Scriptures 
ought to be sufficient proof to 
any candid Bible reader that 
there are three persons in the 
Godhead, and that they should 
be so recognized in the great 


due honor and our highest 
praise. 


The same view of deity pre- 
vades ‘the writings of the proph- 
ets. “Thy throne, O God, is 
for ever and ever; the sceptre of 
thy kingdom is a right sceptre. 
Thou lovest righteousness, and 
hatest wickedness: therefore 
God, thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladness above 
thy fellows.” Psa. 45:6:7. “The 
Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou at my right hand, until I 
make thine enemies thy foot- 
stool.” Psa. 110; 1. “O give 
thanks unto the Lord; for he is 
good: for his mercy endureth 
for ever. O give thanks unto 
the God of gods: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. O give thanks 
to the Lord of lords: for his 
mercy endureth for ever.” Psa. 
136:1-3. “And I heard the voice 
of the Lord, saying, Whom shall 
I send, and who will go for US? 
Then said I, here am I; send 
ME.” Isa. 6:8. “Behold my 
servant, whom I uphold; mine 
elect, in whom my soul delight- 
eth; I have put my spirit upon 
him: he shall bring forth judg- 
ment to the Gentiles.” Isa. 42:1. 
“Come ye near unto me, hear ye 
this; I have not spoken in secret 
from the beginning; from the 
time that it was, there am I: and 
now the Lord God, and his 
spirit has sent me.” Isa. 
48:16. “So shall they fear 
the name of the Lord from 
the west, and his glory from the 
rising of the sun. When the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, 
the spirit of the Lord shall lift 
up a standard against him. And 
the redeemer shall come to Zion, 
and unto them that turn from 
transgression in Jacob, sayeth 
the Lord.” Isa. 59:19, 20. “Sing 
and rejoice, O daughter of Zion: 
for, lo, I come, and I will dwell 
in the midst of thee, saith the 
Lord. And many nations shall 
be joined to the Lord in that day, 
and shall be my people: and I 
will dwell in the midst of thee, 
and thou shalt know that the 
Lord of host hath sent ME unto 
thee.” Zech. 2:10, 11. 


We have many ‘striking ex- 
pressions in the New ‘Testa- 
ment, exhibiting this triune dis- 
tinction in the baptism of Jesus, 
and in His teaching and especial- 
ly set forth in the great com- 
mission. “And Jesus, when he 
was baptized, went up straight- 
way out of the water: and lo, the 
heavens were opened unto him, 
and he saw the spirit of God de- 
scending like a dove, and light- 
ing upon him: and lo a_ voice 
from heaven saying, this is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” Matt. 3:16:17. “And 
I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comfort- 
er, that he may abide with you 
forever.” John 14:16. “But 
when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from 
the father, even the spirit of

me.” John 15:26. “And being 
assembled together with them, 
commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusa- 
lem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” Acts 1:4, 5. “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of 
the FATHER, and of the SON, 
and of the HOLY GHOST. Matt. 
28:19.” “The God of our fa- 
thers raised up Jesus, whom ye 
slew and hanged on a tree. And 
said unto them, ye men of Israel, 
take heed to yourselves what ye 
intend to do as to touching 
these men.” Acts. 5:30, 35. “But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up stedfastly into heaven, 
and saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing on the right hand 
of God.” Acts. 7:55. “How God 


with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about do- 
ing good and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil; 
for God was’ with him.” 
Acts 10:38. “For I have not 
shunned to declare unto all the 
counsel of God. Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” Acts 20:27, 28. 
“And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost which is given unto 
us. For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly.” Rom. 
5:5, 6. “Now I beseech you, 
brethren, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ’s sake, and for the love 
of the Spirit, that ye strive to- 
gether with me in your prayers 
to God for me.” Rom. 15:30. 
“And no marvel; for Satan him- 
self is transformed into an angel 
of light.” 2 Cor. 11:14. 


The divine works from the 
earliest dawn of creation as re- 
corded from the Alpha of 
Genesis to the Omega of Reve- 
lation are ascribed to each of 
the triune persons of the God- 
head. 


Creation—“In the beginning 
GOD created the heavens” by 
the WORD all things were made. 
By His SPIRIT He hath gar- 
nished the heavens. See also 
Psa. 104:30. 


Inspiration—GOD shall also 
reveal this unto you. The reve- 
lation of JESUS CHRIST. The 
HOLY SPIRIT shall teach you 
all things. GOD spake unto the 
fathers by the prophets the 
Word of CHRIST. Holy men 
spake as they were moved by 
the HOLY GHOST. 


Holiness sanctified by GOD 
THE FATHER. Jude 1:1. “For 
both HE that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all 
of one: for which cause HE is 
not ashamed to call them breth- 
ern.” Heb. 2:11. “That I should 
be the minister of JESUS 
CHRIST to the Gentiles, minis- 
tering the gospel of GOD, that 


the offering up of the Gentiles 
might be acceptable, being 
sanctified by the HOLY 
GHOST.” Rom. 15:16.

once; twice have I heard this; 
that power belongeth unto God.” 
Psa. 62:11. CHRIST—“All 
power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.” Matt. 
28:18. SPIRIT—“Now the GOD 
of hope fill you with all joy and 
peace in believing, that ye 
abound in hope, through the 
power of the HOLY GHOST.” 
Rom. 15:13. 


There are many other quota- 
tions that might be sighted on 
this subject yet it appears that 
this great variety of quotations 
already referred to, fully recog- 
nizes the plurality of the God- 
head, therefore, we feel it un- 
necessary to further incumber 
the subject by referring to the 
many others that might be con- 
sidered as further proof. Re- 
membering that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses, every 
word shall be established. 


In consideration of the fore- 
going proof referred to it ap- 
pears-that every doubt should 
be swept away and every lover 
of truth should glorify GOD our 
FATHER, exalt JESUS CHRIST 
our Savior and honor the HOLY 
GHOST, our Comforter and 
Guide. 


At the baptism of Jesus we 
find the three distinct persons of 
the Godhead concerned in this 
wonderful event. After He had 
gone straightway up out of the 
water, the heavens opened, and 
He saw the Spirit of God de- 
scending like a dove, and light- 
ing upon Him. This is proof be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, that 
the SPIRIT was another distinct 
person for JESUS saw Him de- 
scending. Then the voice was 
heard from heaven, saying, 
“This is my beloved SON, in 
whom I am well pleased,” which 
is another distinct person. How 
this Scripture can be perverted 
and made to be only one, is be- 
yond comprehension. 


After JESUS had been cruci- 
fied and rose again, He appeared 
to His followers and gave them 
the great commission in which 
was the formula for the ad- 
ministration of baptism, which 
was to be done in the name of 
the FATHER, and of the SON 
and the HOLY GHOST. In this 
is the full recognition of the 
trinity, ascribing due honor to 
each one. In the face of all the 
reasoning that has been brought 
to bear on the theory of being 
baptized in the name of JESUS 
only, we are forced to conclude 
that this formula given by OUR 
LORD is the safest, and reflects 
no dishonor or discredit on the 
LORD JESUS Himself because 
He is thus included. Therefore, 
if the JESUS ONLY theory had 
any plausible backing, we are 
still on the safe side, for HE 
alone is responsible for the com- 
mission herein referred to, in 
which HE included the FATHER 
AND THE HOLY GHOST within 
Himself. 


If JESUS were the only GOD 
and there were no other beings 
associated with HIM in the 
great plan of redemption, when 
He would so often resort to the 
secret place of prayer, who was 
He in communication with? Or 
when He hung on Golgotha’s 
brow, with all nature disturbed 
and the great illuminary of the 
day veiled her face, and the veil

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COMMENT ON THE 
BOOK OF JAMES

The writer of this epistle which’ no other way than God withdrawing 


bears his name differs somewhat in his 
manner of teaching from any of the 
New Testament writers, in that he 
emphasizes the practical side of 
christianity. 

‘It is of vital importance to us who 
are living in this awful day of con- 
flicting life and testimony, that is, 
living short of our testimony. To 
arouse a desire in God’s people to make 
their lives measure up to their _testi- 
mony is our apology for writing this 
article for the readers of the paper. 


CHAPTER 1. 


James introduces himself as the ser- 
vant of God and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
(V. 1.) In the days of. the early 
chureh to be a servant of Jesus Christ 
was considered the highest honors that 
could be attained to one’s name. How 
different now. Men labor to have 
leng titles to their names. 

I was amused a few days ago when 
my eyes fell upon the name of a man 
who couldn’t parse a sentence to save 
his life, with a great imposing title to 
his name. I have heard him say that 
he never had the privilege of attending 
sehool in his life. A few years since 
he ould not attach even Reverend to 
his’ name, but since leaving the humble 
Church of God, he not only attaches 
these titles to his name but confers 
them on others of his new original 
sect. When men leave the church 
they soon imbibe the spirit of egotism 
and seek to make a display of the 
flesh. The way up is down in the 
Christian life. If one seeks te exalt 
himself he shall be abased, but if a 
man will humble himself under the 
mighty hand of God he shall be ex- 
alted. 


TEMPTATION 


The first teaching in his epistle is 
on the line of temptation. Most of us 
fail to get the blessing we should from 
being tempted. He says, “Count it all 
joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tion.” (V. 2.) The word fall is 
significant. It is asa man walking 
along and suddenly he drops into a 
well or hole in the ground. This shows 
the suddenness of the attack of the 
enemy, and often we are assailed with- 
out a moments warning. It is like a 
trap set for the purpose of catching 
something, the trap is concealed as far 
as possible from the eye of the object 
to be caught. So it is in the Christian 
life. Satan eonceals his plans, digs his 
pit, sets his traps, and then places 
something beyond to entice us into his 
snares, and we are into the temptation 
before we know it. We usually raise 
a great howl and tell everyKody how the 
devil has been making it hot for us; 
how mean our neighbors re; how, 
mean our wife or husband .s, and in- 
stead of getting the blessing God de- 
signs in permitting the temptation, we 
get the very opposite. These sudden 
attacks of the enemy are permitted by 
our God and designed for our good. 


HOW TO TAKE TEMPTATIONS 


He says, “Gount it all joy.” There 
has to be some counting done when a 
thing like that takes place. 

It is one thing to shout when your 
soul is just bubbling over with joy and 
quite another to shout when there is 
no joy, just counting that there is joy. 
It makes no difference what the 
temptation is nor how sudden it has 
come upon ygu, you must hold steady 
and count. Paul says, “No chastening 
for the present seemeth to be joyous, 
but grievous: nevertheless afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby.” Heb. 12:11. No 
it doesn’t seem joyous but we will 
have to learn to count it all joy if we 
get what follows. (The peaceable fruits 
of righteousness.) The fruit is what 
we need, and the fruit is what we must 
have if we thrive spiritually. 

We see a boy with a bucket in his 
hand pressing his way into the black- 
berry patch; the blood is running from 
his hands and shins, the thorns are 
sticking his body, and his shirt is 
torn and ragged. What does. he 
mean by enduring such torture? I 
hear him shouting triiamphantly as he 
fills his bucket with berries. What 
inspires him to endure such torture? 
A big blackberry pie and a bowl of 
cream when he gets home with his 
berries, so he sees joy in gathering, 
and he counts it joy. James says, “Count 
it all joy.” It you get the fruit you will 
have to endure the thorns. The boy 
eared nothing for the thorns, he had 
his mind on the pie and cream. 

The state of mind has all to do 
in meeting the responsibilities of 
life. Let’s get our eyes off the thorns 
and briers and shout that we are count- 
ed worthy to suffer for Jesus and get 
our eyesonthethings that are not seen, 
and get our mind and affections set on 
things above. This is the way the count- 
ing is done. Paul says, “Endure hard- 
ness, as a good soldier of Jesus Christ.” 
2 Tim. 2:3. Jesus said, “Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad: for great is your 
reward in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were before 
you.” Matt. 5:12. 

According to Jesus, Paul and James 
we are to count it all joy, and be ex- 
ceedingly glad under the pressure of 
temptation. 


THE OBJECT OF TEMPTATION 


“Knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. But let 
patience have her perfect work, that 
ye may be perfect and entire, wanting 
nothing.” (V. 3, 4.) We see by these 
verses that it is God’s purpose to bring 
us to a state of perfection by allowing 
us to be tempted. While this is true 
it is Satan’s purpose to overthrow us. 
We have in our hands to either prove 
ourselves true and shout the victory in 
the face of the devil or we may yield 
over to him, defeat God’s purpose and 
miss the rewards for faithfulness» 

We observe what the temptations 
have to do with our faith, “Knowing 
this that the. trying of your faith 
worketh patience.” This is possible in 





Himself, and leaving us without the joy 
and sweetness of our salvation, to be 
assailed by Satan who does his best to 
make us doubt our experience in the 
absence of our joy and victory. Happy 
ié the Christian who is able to eount it 
all joy in the absence of joy, lift his 
voice in praise to his God and shout 
aloud his faith in God and declare that 
he is happy in the Lord. 


THE REWARD OF ENDURING 


“Blessed is the man that endur 
eth temptation: for when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised to them 
that love Him.” (V. 12.) 

This verse declares that we are to 
receive the crown of life and that the 
Lord has promised it to those who en- 
dure. Now, dear saints, when our 
joy subsides and victory seems to wane, 
when all seems dreary and nothing 
seems real, let us not give down but 
hold on to God’s unchanging hand, de 
clare our allegiance to God, shout in 
the face of the tempter, and like Job of 
old, tell the devil though we die under 
the load, we will trust God. Bye and 
bye the clouds will clear away and the 
sun will shine again. The birds of 
paradise will be singing in our soul. 
Let us never give over to doubt if we 
do we will lose our reward, we will 
lose our soul. 


O soul be on thy guard, 
Ten thousand foes arise; 

The hosts of sin are pressing hard 
To draw thee from the skies. 


NOT TO CHARGE GOD WITH 
TEMPTING US 


“Let no man say when he is tempted, 
I am tempted of God: for God cannot 
be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
he any man.” (V.13) To grumble 
and complain at God because of our be- 
ing tempted is wrong. We should thank 
Him for having the privilege of prov- 
ing ourselves true to Him, thereby, re- 
ceiving added strength and courage to 
meet even harder temptations.. Possibly 
the temptation referred to in this 
verse is different to the temptations 
mentioned in verse 2-4. In that it 
seems to be a temptation to sin while 
the first is a trial of our faith. In 
Gen. 22:1 it is said, “God did tempt 
Abraham.” In James 1:13 it says, 
“Neither tempteth he any man.” This 
seems to be a contradiction but when 
considered in this light it is easily un- 
derstood. Abraham’s temptation was 
purely a trial of his faith, while this 
is a temptation to evil. Verses 14, 15, 
show without a doubt that this is so. 
“Every man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed. Then when lust hath eon- 
ceived it bringeth forth sin and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth 
deai 

He does not say that that is the only 
way a man is, or may be tempted, but 
that it is the way a man is tempted to 
sin. I don’t believe this is possible toa 
sanctified heart, and for one to have 
a lust or desire to commit wilful sin 
would imply that the heart was in a 
sinful condition, that is, it would be 
obligated to have the love of sin before 
it could lust after it. 

Sanctified people have their tempta- 
tions all right, and usually the most 
severe, but they are all on the lineof try- 
ing our faith, and not to do some dirty 
low down sin. We teach that the de- 
sire of sin is taken out in sanctification. 
If so how can we iust after a thing 
we do not desire or want to do in our 
heart? No sir, I cannot believe that 
a man who has the spirit of Jesus is 
tempted to commit wilful sin, but his 
temptations are along the line of the 
trying of his faith in God and His 
promises, which if taken as directed 
by James proves a great blessing and 
makes us perfect and entire, wanting 
nothing. Not counting temptations all 
joy makes us unwise. 


HOW TO OBTAIN WISDOM 


“Tf any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it 
shall be given him.” (Vv. 5.) Now, 
brethren, if we are not able to shout 
and count it all joy in temptation, this 
verse tells us where to go; go to God. 
We do not get this wisdom from 
educational institutions. It isn’t taught 
in books. It comes direct from God 
and we may have all we need for 
our trial, for He giveth to all men 
liberally. Yes, and thank God, there 
is no one left out, He says, “All men.” 
The rich, the poor, the learned and the 
unlearned, all alike may come and get 
this wisdom, neither be ye afraid, He 
will not upbraid you. He is only too 
glad to give it. 


THE EFFECT OF THIS WISDOM 


This wisdom is described in another 
chapter of this book, “The wisdom that 
is from above is first pure, then peacea- 
ble, gentle, and easy to be entreated, 
full of mercy and good fruits, without 
partiality, and without hypocrisy. 
Ch. 3:17. No wonder James said, that 
taking temptations in the right way 
would makeus perfect and entire, want- 
ing nothing. Who would not ‘desire 
an experience like that? Like the boy 
in the brier patch, he pays no mind to 
the thorns till his vessel is full of nice 
berries and we, too, may endure the tri- 
als and shout our way intoGod’streas- 
ure house: and come out with our vessel 
not only clean and pure, but we will 
have it full of peace, gentleness, mercy, 
and good fruits. 

I ask, Will it not pay us to be 
persistent in this matter? We can’t 
afford to miss all these good things. 
It is for us, if we will just learn how 
to count a trial-of our faith joy. We 
are ready to, agree, with James that 
we are unwise if we Go not know how 
to do this, 

HINDERANCES 


We will now notice some things that 
will hinder us in obtaining this wis-

dom. James says. “But let him ask 
in faith, nothing wavering. For ke 
that wavereth is like a wave of the 
sea driven with the wind and tossed. 
For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing from the Lord. 
A double minded man is unstable IN 
all his ways,” (V. 6, 7,8.) We see 


distinctly by these verses that our - 


prayer for this wisdom will avail 
nothing unless it is mixed with un- 
wavering faith, When we doubt our 
soul is like a billowy sea; the doubts 
like the wind just drives our faith 
away. First, we are in the attempt of 
exercising faith, then a doubt strikes 
our mind and we are tossed eside 
and fail to obtain. Brother, we will 
have to cast aside the doubts, believe 
God, do what He says, and stand there 
without a waver of the mind to obtain 
this wisdom. 


In chapter 4:3 James gives another 
way of defeat, “Ye ask and receive not, 
because ye ask amiss, that ye may 
consume it upon your lus 

We cannot have any selfishness in 
our asking; it must all be for God’s 
glory, and why? Because God is the 
source of all good, and every good gift 
comes from him. There is no varying 
from His promises, not even the shad 
ow of turning. (V.17.) So we are 
without excuse everything is vouched 
safe on God’s side and as an en- 
ecouragement He says, “Of his own will 
begat he us with the word of truth, 
that we should be a kind of firstfruits 
of his creatures.” (V. 18.) O how God 
pleads with us to demonstrate our 
faith in Him. 

I have often heard Brother McLain 
tell of how he was praying for some 
one who was affected in his mind, 3 
believe, and God enabled him to say 
the work was done; while the man 
apparently grew worse, he sat in his 
chair and shouted the victory. It was 
a temptation of course, but he was 
counting it all joy. The man was 
healed. This is what we need; this is 
what we must have. Since leaving 
the carnal state and coming over in 
the realm; of the Spirit, here is where 
our battle is, here is where our tempta- 
tions come. May we learn to count it 
all joy when we fall into divers 
temptations. We will grow in graee 
only as we exercise ourselves in this 
way; the gifts of the Spirit will only 
be given to those who, by putting into 
practice these principles, reach that 
state of confidence in God that wilt 
take no denial, but look the devil in 
the face and shout for joy that the 
work is done. In our next letter we 
will finish this chapter.
